To the Eaſt of theſe buildings is a brick-field, on the farther fide 
of which ſtands an old manſion-houſe, built of brick, and in ſuch a manner as ty 
appear to have two ſtories of what would be commonly called garrets. The old hall a, 
ornamented with the buſts of the twelve Cæſars on brackets, is fitted up. in the 
beſt ſtyle of the time of James I. It has a large garden, walled in, and probably 
in bettet days quite ſurrounded with a moat, of which great part ſtifl remains: 
there are two avenues to it, one from the Northern extremity of Hoxkton, a 
large and populous village in Shoreditch pariſh, and one of the prebends of the 
church of St. Paul; the other from the turnpike road, leading from Shoreditch 
to Stoke Newington, Xe. The true and proper name of this Houſe appears to 
have been Bames or Balmes; but it is now known by no other name than that

The manor of Canonbury was mortgaged by the Earl of 
Warwick, 1549, to John Torte, Eſq; Citizen and Merchant 
Taylor of London, for the ſum of 1660l,; but the mortgage 

Vas redeemed in a very ſhort. time; for the Earl, by deed of 
exchange, dated 18 July, 4 Edward VI. conveyed the manor of 
Canonbury back again to the King, with whom it remained only 
two years, and was re-granted Nov. 8, 6 Edward VI. to Jobn 
Dudley, then Duke of Northumberland, who, in a few months Was

chiefly (as it ſeems) taking their ſhelter here; Sir John Spencer, 
with the Sword-bearer and officers, went thither to ſuppreſs them. 

In 1595, the poor'tradeſmen raiſed tumults againſt the ſtran- 
gers, and upon the complaint of the Elders of the Dutch and 
French Churches Sir John Spencer committed ſome young rioters 
to the Compter. And when ſome of their fellow-apprentices 
and ſervants gathered in a body, and attempted to break open the 
Compter and deliver the priſoners; the Mayor went out in perſon, 
and took 20 or more of them, and committed all to ſafe cuſtody, 
and promiſed to proceed againſt them with all ſeverity, as he 
ſignified i in a letter to the Lord Keeper, IE 12 June of that

This learned divine was born in 1637, and edu- 
cated in St. John's college at Cambridge; M. A. 1660; D. D. 1672. He was ſucceſ- 
fively miniſter of Haſely m Oxtordſhire, Alhallows the Great in London, and Iiliugton. 
He became chaplain to Charles Il *; and in 1684 was inſtalled canon of Windlor., 
He was the author of ſome large. and learned works, relating to eccleſiaſtical anti- 
quity; and compoſed averyuletul work, intituled, * The Hiſtory of the Lives, Acts, 
„ Deaths, and Martyrdoms of thoſe who were contemporary with the 2 poltles, and 
of the principal Fathers within the three brit .centuries of the church ;”” which 
went in a ſhort time through three or four editions. Here the Engliſh reader had 
an opportunity of acquainting himſelf with ſome of the principal and moſt important 
.circumſtances, which attended the Chriſtian religion, while it was making its way 
to an eſtabliſhment under Conſtantine the Great. In 1688, he publiſhed a work 
of a more extenſive nature, Hiſtoria Literaria, &c.“ in which he gives an 
exact account of all who had written upon Chriſtianity, either for or againſt it, 
from Chriſt to the 14th century; mentions the. times they lived in, the books they 
wrote, and the doftrines they maintained; and alſo enumerates the councils that 
were called in every age of tbe church. This and the former work. gave occaſion 
to a.controverſy which enſued, and was very warmly agitated, between Cave and

Theſe were the points de- 
bared ; and a great deal of good learning, as well as good ſenſe, relating to eccle- 
faſtical antiquity, and the authority of the Fathers, was produced on both ſides: 


but which of the two had rhe better in the diſpute, is not a poĩnt to be determined 


here; unleſs we may juſt be permitted to fay, but without any intention to diminiſh 
the value of Dr. Cave's work, that he did not entirely clear himſelf of the charge. 
Dr. Cave died in 1713, and was buried at Iſlington, where the following epitaph on 
an ancient mural monument, preferyed from the old church, and placed over the 
North ſide of the altar, perpetuates his memory:
